The new champion had his opponent

tne twelve rounds, and on one or two
occasions the Battler had difficulty in
staving oft a knockout
The Battler scaled 176'a pounds, but

as Tunney weighed only 172 pounds,
three opunds below the limit, his acquirementof the title was entirely legal.
